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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-36 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: prior art does 
not teach nor render obvious an input circuit for an RF power amplifier that has, in 
combination with other limitations, a limiting amplifier having an input coupled to the 
secondary side of the transformer and an output for providing an input to the RF power 
amplifier; neither does it have a predriver circuit for an RF power amplifier that has, in 
combination with other limitations, an amplifying stage coupled between the plurality of 
inverters and the input circuit; nor does it have a method of controlling a power amplifier 
having a predriver circuit that has the step of adjusting the DC bias levels in the 
predriver so that the input and output DC levels of the power amplifier are maintained in 
a predetermined relationship; nor does it have an amplifier that has, a first capacitance 
coupled between the second node of the first switching device and the third node of the 
second switching device; and a second capacitance coupled between the first node of 
the first switching device and the fourth node of the second switching device.
